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Town Manager's 
Report 


Once again it is time for the Town Manager to give the 
Annual Report to the Citizens of Milo. 


The financial status of the Town in relation to income and 
outlay over the past year is excellent. Every Department and 
account over which we had control had an unexpended balance, 
except the Town Garage which had a small overdraft. 


The only capital improvement projects last year were the 
floor at Derby Hall and the insulation of the roof on the old 
garage. Both were completed within the appropriations. 


For the coming year, all Departmental accounts have 
been planned to give the same level of service as last year 
with one exception. General Administration has added the 
service for issuing new vehicle registrations along with trans- 
fers of old registrations and we are operating the Fuel Assist- 
ance Program. We are required by law to appoint an Animal 
Control Officer in the coming year. The Selectmen and I are 
trying to establish the position with criteria that will make the 
job self supporting. 


The list of needed and desirable capital improvements 
has been added to since last year. Until we are ready to "bite 
the bullet'' and begin a planned program to complete such im- 
provements, the list will get longer and the need greater each 
year. My estimate is that the Town of Milo must appropriate 
between $75,000 and $100,000 each year in Capital outlay 
projects to catch up with deteriorating conditions of our im- 
provements, particularly our roads. Such a program would 
last approximately 10 years, then an annual reduction to about 
$50,000 per year. 


After two years as Manager, I can finally differentiate 
between "problems" and "opportunities." I consider it’s an 
opportunity to work on projects and departmental activities 
that have been approved at Town Meeting. My problems come 
in deciding which requests by Special Interest groups are not 
in the best interest of Milo and fall outside of our normal 
responsibilities. 


Last year I ended with a quote from the late John F. 
Kennedy. This year, I do not know the author, but if I may: 
"God give me the ABILITY to assist each Milo Citizen in their 
lawful remedy, the STRENGTH to resist those that ask more 
than their share, and the WISDOM to know the difference.

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ANNUAL POLICE REPORT - 1979 
TO THE CITIZENS OF MILO: 


Because of the consistently mounting developments in the 
area of energy shortage and higher fuel prices, one of the 
more significant changes in the Police Department this year 
was the purchase of a smaller police cruiser. The 1978 police 
cruiser, purchased through a matching grant from the De- 
partment of Highway Safety and the Town of Milo, caught fire 
and burned. The cruiser was replaced by a smaller, more 
economical car. While there is some controversy over the 
use of smaller cars in police work, many police departments 
are going to them out of necessity. 


With the use of the smaller cruiser and a reduction in 
patrol mileage, the Milo Police Department has used 2, 304 
gallons of gas less than in 1978. This is a great savings to 
the Town of Milo, and I feel that the use of a smaller car has 
not affected police procedures. 


The number of reportable accidents has increased in Milo. 
In 1978 there were 79 reportable accidents. In 1979 there 
were 94. Much of this increase is due to new legislation which 
requires accidents on private property to be reported. 


Cleri¢al help was provided to the Police Department in 
1978 by C.E.T.A. and the Penobscot Consortium Training 
and Employment Administration provided clerical help for two 
months in 1979 at no cost to the town. Government funds have 


now run out for this type of assistance. 


During the early part of 1979, training for law en- 
forcement personnel was provided by the Eastern Maine 
Development District at no cost to the Town of Milo. Pres- 
ently, E.M.D.D. is setting up a training program for law 
enforcement personnel. 
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The Maine Criminal Justice Academy and the Chiefs of 
Police Association are recommending legislation that will 
require Auxiliary Officers to complete a specified number of 
hours of training before being allowed to go on duty, and a 
specified number of hours of training each year thereafter. 
This will be an economic burden on municipalities, but should 
provide better police service. 


I extend many thanks to all Town Officials, the other Town 
Departments, and the citizens of Milo for their assistance and 
support of the Milo Police Department. Many thanks also to 
the Piscataquis Sheriff's Department, and to the Brownville 
Police Department for their assistance during the year.

To the Citizens of Milo: 


I wish to thank the people of Milo for their support and 
cooperation which really makes this job much easier. 


For the first time I think we can finally see the results 
of the Fire Prevention Program. This is the first year since 
1971 that we have had a reduction in fire calls, with 106 calls 
in 1979, down from 122 in 1978. 


On January 25 and 26 we went through another insurance 
inspection which we hope will lower the insurance rates for 
property in the Town of Milo. When we had the last inspection 
we got a better rate for commercial property and we needed 
22 more points to get the rate down for residential property, 
which we hope to have picked up at this printing. We have not 
heard the results of the recent inspection but was told it 
looked favorable.

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REPORT OF MILO PUBLIC LIBRARY 
To the Board of Trustees of the Milo Public Library: 


The report of the library for the year 1979 is herewith 
submitted: 


_ The library has added 680 books to the collection during 
1979. Approximately 30% of these acquisitions are children's _ 
books, and books suitable for young adults, the remainder 
being adult fiction and non-fiction, reference books, pert: 
icals and other non-book materials. 


During the year of 1979 the library circulated 9491 books 
and non-bhook materials. An increase of 797 over the pre- - 
vious year. 


An extensive weeding process continued throughout the 
vear resulting in the discarding of 469 books, leaving the 
library's book holdings at 14,029 on January 1, 1980. 


During the procedure of utilizing our library supply book 
repair materials by putting them to good use, we discovered 
a new idea in economizing. ‘Recycling book covers. The end 
result is an improvement in rejuvenating older valued books. 
In 1979 the number of books mended, repaired and improved 
is 215. 


A library service toour community is the "library hours" 
which are designed to complement the needs of the students 
during the school year. We are happy to report an increase 
in the number of persons using the library for reference ser- - 
vices, bringing the total reference for 1979 up to 388 persons. 


Attention given to the upkeep and improvement of the li- 
brary during the year included: The painting of the exterior 
trim, work done by Arnold VanDyne. A small repair to the. 
chimney, work done by Emery Argraves.. Repairing a base=.. 
ment window, work done by our janitor, Arlon Richardson, 
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Fluorescent bulbs in the main room were replaced, work done 
by George Dean. A definite change for the better was the in- 
stallation of two new exterior wall lighting fixtures, one on 
each side of the front entrance of the library, work done by 
George peal 


A decoration added to the walls of the Reference Room 
was a large pine cone replica of the American flag, which was 
used in the Milo Bicentennial Celebration of 1976, and given 
to the library by Mr. and Mrs. Claude N. Trask. The library 
acknowledges this gift with appreciation. 


The numerous gift books, gifts of money, memorials and 
periodicals are greatly appreciated. We wish to thank every- 
one for their thoughtfulness and generosity. Of the books 
donated, bequested or purchased this year by the benefit of 
donations of money, 94 are new books. 


An extremely fine collection of books was bequested to 
the library by the late Mrs. Clarice S. Munson. A portion of 
these consisted of 64 plays, in hardcover, which will be desig- 
nated as a "special collection."" Many thanks to Mr. Munson 
for his role in transporting the collection to the library. 


The yearly book and magazine purchases made with ap- 
propriated funds are aimed to meet the annual needs of the 
"library community.'' We are pleased to announce the extra 
purchase of a new 30 volume set of Encyclopaedia Britannica 
3. This was made possible in 1979 by an accumulation ofa 
combination of non-earmarked donations of money from indi- 
viduals, local organizations, a Girl Scout troup, over-—due 
book fines, out-of-town borrower's fees and dividends from 
the library's endowment fund; and at no extra cost to the tax- 
‘payer. This fine 30 volume set of new encyclopaedia, an 
added service to the community, is available for use in the 
library's Reference Room. Britannica 3 will be annually sup- 
plemented by need apie Britannica "Book of the Year" 
volumes. 
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Special thanks to the New Idea Club for the memorial 
book, "Wildfire Loose, The Week Maine Burned," by Joyce 
Butler, given in memory of Martha Gould.

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REPORT OF THREE RIVERS AMBULANCE SERVICE 


The Three Rivers Ambulance Service served the ‘area 
residents responding three hundred and twenty-four times 
during the year of 1979. 


Financially the service is solvent again this year and was 
able to set aside funds toward the purchase of a new chassis 
for the ambulance at a future date. 


The corps approved two new members this year who are 
taking emergency medical training to qualify for their state 
ambulance license. 


The Junior ambulance corps members took the State 
Crash and Injury Management course during the summer 
months. 


Many corps members participated in the State of Maine 
Automobile Extrication Course held in Milo during the month 
of October. 


Cardio Pulmonary Resuscitation was presented to area 
residents 4 times in 1979. Advanced First Aidand Emergency 
Care and Basic Emergency Medical Technical Refresher 
are being presented now. 


The Directors approved a budget for the 1980 year that 
will require a 7% increase in needed funding. 


All the towns of our area will be asked to raise funds 
again this year to assure the continued service of the ambu- 
lance service. 


The greatest increasing expense for 1979 was fuel and 
ambulance repair. The new (1975) Dodge ambulance has been 
in for repairs repeatedly during the year. 


ol 


One of the corps members was fortunate to be selected to 
serve as a member of the Area Advisory Board. This board 
will enable the continuation of federal funding for the Emer- 
gency Medical Services Program in this area for the next 
three years. 


The Emergency Medical Services Program was begun 
about 5 years ago and is responsible for the excellent training 
programs offered in the area to hospitals, emergency care 
units, nursing staff and ambulance services. 


The corps members distributed phone stickers with the 
ambulance emergency phone number, 943-2281, on it. It 
benefits area residents to call this number whenever they need 
the ambulance, still many residents call the hospital and waste 
precious time and increase the chance of confusion by involv- 
ing many untrained personnel in dispatching emergency care. 
The direct 943-2281 number puts you in contact with trained 
personnel who can dispatch the ambulance without delay. 


It remains a privilege to work with the dedicated members 
of the 3 Rivers Ambulance Corps and the Directors of the 
3 Rivers Ambulance Service.

GREETINGS: 


Herewith submitted is the Thirty-eighth Annual Report 
of the maintenance and operation of the Milo Water District, 
for the year 1979. 


The District's new pumping station, shop, and reservoir 
were completed and put into operation the first of July 1979. 
These projects were necessary as our old plant and reservoir 
were worn out. Our pump which supplied water for the Town, 
broke down and could no longer be used. This happened be- 
fore the new plant was completed. We were fortunate to have 
one of the new pumps and chlorinator in the new facility ready 
for use. 


Open house was held in October 1979 which was a success. 
This was made possible by our Town Manager Stephen Law, 
Water District Trustees, and Willis Lancaster who made and 
served coffee and doughnuts. 


The Milo Water District has a new Bond Issue in the sum 
of $770,000. with Farmers Home Administration. This bond 
is to be paid off in 40 years at 5.0% interest on the unpaid 
principal per annum. The District's first payment will be due 
on the anniversary date which will be December 12, 1980. 


Following is a breakdown of the new Bond Issue, and the 
purposes for borrowing this amount of money: | 


$253,300 New shop and pump station. 

241,000 Construction of new reservoir. 

122,500 Refinance $122,500 of an original issue of $180, 
000 maturing January 1, 1977, $87,000 which was 
originally issued in 1946 of the original issue of 
$190,000. The 1946 issue refunds a 1942 issue of 
$200,000 which was issued in order to purchase 
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the assets of Milo Water Company. $15,000 of 
this refunding is for the Sewer Division and has 
been discounted in the District's rate study and 
pending rate case. 

$ 46,000 Engineering fees for new project. 

43,400 To refund a short term note dated September 14, 
1977 in the amount of $56,000 to pay for drilling 
test wells and refunding prior short term loans. 
These loans were for 1974 and 1975 additions to

30,000 To refund a short-term note dated March 22, 1978

20,000 Interest during construction.

1,000 Lawyer's fees for deeds and land title search.

Most of our summer work was focused around our new 
“project, also we dismantled and demolished some of our old 
_ structures. 


| Some new sewer services were installed, a few water 
services were replaced with new pipe, three new water ser- 
vices were installed and meters. were installed with outside 
es readers. We are going to try to continue this meter program, 
so that in the future every customer will have a meter that 
- may be read from the outside. This is the only way to have a 
good working meter program. We had the usual amount of. 
water and sewer maintenance problems during the year. 


Our sewer system study, or step 1 Facilities Planning is 
_just about completed by the firm of A. E. Hodsdon Consulting 
-Engineers, of Waterville, Maine. The cost of the study has 
-been financed by 3 sources; $12,400 grant from the Federal 

Government, $3,189 grant from the State of Maine and 
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$2,008.83 which was Milo Water District's share. This work 
will have to continue in order to comply with the Federal 
Environmental Laws and State Environmental Laws.

We have examined the balance sheet of the Milo Water 
District as of December 31, 1979 and the related statements > 
of income and retained earnings and changes in financial posi- 
tion for the year then ended. Our examination was made in 
accordance with generally accepted auditing standards, and 
accordingly included such tests of the accounting records and 
such other auditing procedures as we considered necessary 
in the circumstances. 


Water operating revenue increased by only $1,020 in 1979, 
but operation and maintenance expenses increased $4,716, and 
with increased depreciation and interest on the new plant, the 
final loss from water operations for 1979 was $37,831, an in- 
crease of $29,472 over the 1978 loss on water operations. No 
provision was made for debt retirement in 1978 or 1979, as 
all outstanding debt was short term in anticipation of refunding 
which was completed late in 1979 by issuance of $770,000 of 
5% bonds payable over 40 years. Sewer department operations 
resulted in a net loss of $5,518 in 1979, compared with a 1978 
loss of $1,676, when operating and administrative expenses 
were $3,614 lower. | 


Rates were filed in May, 1979, designed to produce total 
revenue of $136,000, the amount required to meet operation 
and maintenance expense, depreciation, interest and retire- 


Si ment of debt due currently. As yet these rates have not been 


approved by the Maine Public Utilities Commission. 
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In our opinion the accompanying financial statements pre- 
sent fairly the financial position of the Milo Water District at 
December 31, 1979, and the results of its operations and the 
changes in its financial position for the year then ended, in 
conformity with generally accepted principles of public utility 
accounting and requirements of the Maine Public Utilities 
Commission applied on a basis consistent with that of the 
preceding year.

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COMMENTS 


The audited financial statements of the Town and our 
report thereon are presented in the preceding section. The 
financial information presented herein and in the following 
comments was derived from the accounting records tested by 
us as part of the auditing procedures followed in our exam- 
ination of the aforementioned financial statements. 


General Fund 
Cash in Bank at December 31, 1979 appeared as follows:

Federal Revenue Sharing funds received for 1979 totaled 
$66,348. Interest of $2,315.07 has been realized on tempor- 
ary investments of these funds and $82,000 was appropriated 
in 1979 for Public Works. An unappropriated balance of $18, 
967.06 remains in the account. The bank account designated 
for Federal Revenue Sharing amounts to $28, 922.06, including 
$9,955 for Anti-Recession Fiscal Assistance, which may be 
transferred to operating funds, since this amount was appro- 
priated in 1979. 


Change funds and days receipts were counted during our 
audit. Further cash detail is found in Exhibit F. Receipts for 
the year were deposited intact and checks written were in 
accordance with the warrants. 
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Uncollected taxes and tax liens were supported by detailed 
listings. Confirmation requests were directed to several 
debtors for unpaid taxes with no exceptions reported. The 
taxes uncollected at the close of the year amounted to 9.7% of 
the commitment compared with 8.6% at the close of 1978. 
Taxes for 1978 transferred to tax liens amounted to $14, 878 
of which $6,610 remained unpaid at the close of the year. 
- Comparable 1978 amounts were $10,085 and $4,974. 


Unappropriated Surplus changes are detailed in Exhibit C. 
Departmental balances returned $56,932 to the account after 
overdrafts totaling $586. The overlay increased by supple- 
mental taxes and reduced by abatements added $20,363 to the 
account. Excise Taxes and Town Clerk Fees exceeded esti- 
mates by $13,003, and the Inventory and Tree Growth Tax 
Reimbursement of $14,416, also increased the account. 
Appropriations from surplus were $70,000 compared with 
$100,000 for 1978 and the account was also decreased by the 
excess of State Revenue Sharing over estimates, $10,461. 
The balance of $168, 849 at the close of the year, is favorable 
in relation to the non-cash assets, $57,520. 


Trust Funds 


Transactions in the Cemetery Trusts and income on their 
investments were examined in detail. Investments were in- 
spected or confirmed with the depositories. Securities held 
by the Milo Public Library were turned over to the Town in 
1976 and are reflected in Exhibit C. 


Revenues & Expenditures 


Revenue receipts. as shown by subsidiary detail were 
traced on a test basis to departmental totals. Examination of 
expenditures included a complete check of all transactions for 
certain months and complete examination of certain accounts 
for the entire year. Acomplete inspection was made of Select- 
men's and Clerk's records for appropriate authorizations. 
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Appropriations 


Complete summary of Town appropriations, cashand other 
credits, and related expenditures is presented in Exhibit E. 
Totals are reconciled to the cash receipts and disbursements 
summary, Exhibit F. Total appropriations of $734,595 re- 
duced to $449,773 after application of appropriations from 
other sources compares with $470,919 for 1978, from taxation, 
and total appropriations of $728,919 for 1978. Schools ac- 
counted for $219,535 in 1978 and $260,964 in 1979. Total 
expenditures of $782,462 in 1979 compare with $827,000 in 
1978. Balances forward included $1, 850 for Hovey Road Re- 
construction; Public Works Contingent, $14,849 equal to 15% 
of 1979 appropriations; Public Works Equipment $9,462.58; 
and Fire Department Accounts, $2,149.97. 


Valuation and Assessment 


Valuation of $28,556,060 was assessed at $16.50 per 
$1,000 to produce a commitment of $471,178. The 1978 valu- 
ation was $28,374,730. This produced a commitment of 
$482,370, on a $17.00 tax rate. The increase in valuation 
increased the commitment by $3,082, but the decline in tax 
rate reduced it by $14, 274. 


We found the Town's records to be in excellent order, up 
to date, and in sufficient detail to provide meaningful financial 
information at all times during the year. 


Since it is not required that our entire report be published 
in the annual small town report, we remind all interested per- 
sons that the full report is on file and available for inspection. 


We express our appreciation for the cooperation extended 
us during this examination.
